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So far as I have been able to ascertain, one citizen of the United States, Herman 
Loos, the only cabin passenger among those who succumbed to the fever, died on the 
17th instant, prior to the ship's arrival at Callao, and was buried at sea. Mr. Loos was 
to have disembarked at Chanaral, in Chile. His place of residence in the United States 
is not known here.
